doctor  of  arts  and  phyficke  lerome  Confort, Horatius 

Morus  fciidech  much  greeting. 

Hen  I  called  to  mind  ( right  wor- 
lliipfull  lerome  Confort)  the  gol¬ 
den  laieng  which  Cato  Cenfbrius 
was  wonttovfej  that  we  muft  ren¬ 
der  an  account  both  of  oureafe  & 
our  labors :  I  thought  it  altogether 
vnmeete  for  me  being  well  and  li- 
berallie  brought  vp,  to  lurke  as  it 
were  in  a  darke  corner ,  not  ren- 
dring  any  good  fruits  of  mylifepaf- 
fed  ouer  j  but  euen  ( as  Lucretius 
notablie  hath  faid)  lining  and  looking  to  mifpend  this  life.  Where¬ 
fore  I  thought  good  to  write  this  fhorttreatife  offurgerie,partlie  to 
auoid  flouthfull  idlencs,  and  partlie  to  further  the  common  profit 
ofyoongftudents.Whichlwouldin  deedfliould  be  dedicated  vn- 
to  you  (good  fir^  both  that  there  might  appeare  a  teftimonie  of 
my  dutie  towards  you  ffor  I  know  howgreatlie  I  am  indebted 
vnto  you  for  your  Angular  courtefie  towards  me^  as  alfo  that  it 
might  haue,vnderwhofe  name  &  protection  it  might  fafeliecome 
abroad.  For  all  the  world,  asyourfelfe  knowe  full  well,  isfullof 
quarellous  find-faults,  neither  is  there  ahie  thing  fo  found,  orfb 
paflingwell  handled,  which  can  efcape  the  venemoustoongsof 
filch  as  would  fting  euen  Homer  himfelfd,  if  he  w^ere  lining  at 
this  day .  But  if  thefc  my  labors  fhall  find  fo  much  fauoUra.t  your 
hands,as  to  be  their  patrone,  there  will  be  fmall  caiife  why  they 
Ihouldbegreatlie  afeard  of  fuch  haggilhbugs  or  malicious  car¬ 
pers  at  other  mens  woorks.

Accept  therefore 
(good  fir)  this  our  homelie  gift,  of  how  little  account  foeuer  it  be, 
and  receiue  it  into  your  louing  fauour,  as  your  vfeis  to  take  all 
things^forincafoliliallperceiuein  deed  this  to  be  well  taken,  I 
fhall  be  thereby  incouraged  dailieto  fotfoorth  greater  matters  vn- 
deryour  moft  fortunate  lafe  condu(5t ,  Farewell  my  glorie.

Turning  it  as  farreas  you  can  from  the  place  affefled;  which  is  doone 
by  letting  of  blond, in  the  fu^theft  part  direct  againft  it,  by  rubbings ,  ba- 
things,bindings,fcarifiengs,and  fuch  like. 

Driuing  it  backe^as  by  pofca,  that  is,water  &  vineger  lb  tempered  as  it 
may  be  droonke,accoiding  to  Galen  in  his  1 3  booke  of  the  maner  of  hca- 
^^^gjtiycold  water  and  harih  wine,orby  Galens  pultis  in  his  z  booke  to 
Glauco,defcribedof  Auicen  in  his  third  part  called  Fen,  the  4  booke,  i 
treat.  3  chap  .Which  taketh  of  the  iuicc  of  houfleeke  a  pound,of  wine  of  a 
grolTe  fubftance  &  fower  tall  halfe  apound,of  barley  flower  3  ounces,  of 
pomegranat  rinds  &  furaach  powdered,each  halfe  an  ouncej  let  them  be 
boiled  togither  &  made  a  pultis:  &  by  other  cooling  &  aftringent  medici- 
nes,only  to  be  vfed  in  the  beginning  of  the  difeafe,  which  is  at  what  time 
anie  part  beginneth  to  (well  outward,  &  the  flux  comming  withafmall 
paine:  except  the  Iwelling  be  in  fuch  places  as  nature  hath  appointed  for 
to  difeharge  hir  felffi  Be  fo  throw  out ;  or  at  the  end  of  a  difeafe  5  or  ingen- 
dred  of  Ibme  venemous  matter  j  for  in  thefe  three  cafes,  fuch  medicines 
as  driue  backe  are  not  conuenient .  Butinth^increafeof  the  difeafe,  at 
what  time  the  fwelling  appecreth  more  &  more,&  the  efferis  grow  dailic 
on, we  muft  mingle  with  fuch  medicines  as  driue  backe ,  feme  portion  of 
filch  medicines  as  fwage  by  breathing  out,called  difeuffiues:  as  isoile  of 
rofes  in  Galens  booke  ofthevertues  of  Ample  medicines.  Butin  theex- 
tremitie  of  the  difeafe,  when  all  the  forefaid  things  be  at  the  worft,&  can 
not  be  anie  more  greeuous,  vnleffe  the  humor  be  changed  into  an  other 
formc,medicines  that  driue  backe  ought  to  be  mingled  by  equall  porti¬ 
on  s,with  fuch  medicines  as  be  of  force  to  aflwage  by  breathing  out  3  iii 
which  cafe,Galens  plaiftcrin  his  13  booke  of  the  manner  of  healing, is  a

dipt  in  lee ;  but  when  there  is  paine, before  he  dooth  applie  the  fponge,he  annoints 
the  part  affefted  with  fome  refoluing  oile  .  Furthermore,  if  the  windicTwelling 
come  of  brufing,  in  the  beginning  he  vfeth  cute,  wine, and  a  little  vineger  and  oile 
mingled  together,  increanngordiminifhing  the  oile  and  wine,  according  as  the 
paine  is.For  when  the  paine  is  verie  great ,  he  putteth  vnto  it  oile  &  wine  in  a  grea¬ 
ter  portion,  and  inleffepaine  alelfer  portion,  when  the  beginning  of  the  difeafe  is 
paft  and  the  paine  is  ceaffedjhe  putteth  into  the  medicine  lee  and  vineger  in  ftecd 
of  wine  j  but  jf  the  windie  fwelling  fhall  rife  of  a  venemous  matter  with  intoller  able 
paine, and  fhall  run  diuerflie  by  the  parts  with  exceeding  heat,  which  in  verie  deed' 
j§  not  without  danger,no  better  nor  fur  er  remedic  can  be  found ,  than  wh  at  time  it 
is  gathered  in  anie  part,foorthwith  to  bind  the  faid  part  aboue  and  beneath, and  to

t .  The  firft  is  the  fiibftance  of  the  wound ,  for  this  dooth  (hew  that  the  fanie  flefh  in  kiad ,  with  that  which  was  loft, 
ought  to  be  ingendred  againe, which  is  doone  by  the  benefit  bf  nature  hir  lelfe ,  but  becaule  in  ingendring  againe  of 
flefh  there  be  two  cxcrements,that  is  to  vnderftand,a  thin  matter  and  a  thicke ;  by  the  firft  the  wound  is  made  moift 
or  wet, by  the  fecond  filthie  j  therefore  it  needeth  drieng  medicines  and  clerifing ,  and  mat  in  the  firft  degree  of  dri- 
eng  and  clehfing  medicines  ,  as  be  frankincenfejbarley  ffowerjbeane  flower,the  flower  of  orobusjthc  root  of  the  flow- 
crdelice,and  fuch  like, 

1.  The  fecond  is  the  temperature  of  the  patient,  and  of  the  part  affeffed,  which  doo  Ihewvntb  vs  the  prefer- 

uation  of  them  fclucs.  Wherefore  though  a  wound,  as  it  is  a  wound,  reqiiireth  drieng  medicines  j  and  of  drieng  me¬ 
dicines, filthough  fbme  drie  more,and  fbme  lefle ;  yet  the  nature  of  the  patient  and  of  the  part  affected ,  both  which 
doo  fheW  and  ngnifie  vnto  vs  the  preferuing  of  themrelucs,will  certifie  vs  what  maner  of  medicines  ought  to  be  cho- 
len,for  in  drie  bodies  we  d  00  applie  thofe  that  drie  morcjin  nibift  thofe  that  drie  Icfie,  to  the  intent  that  nature  may 
breed  againe  new  flefh,lik£  to  that  which  was  loft. 

The  third  be  things  anncxcd,as  diftemperature  of  the  part  atfeftcd,and  the  diftempcrance  of the  aire,  and  tlie  reft 
which  hinder  the  cure, the  v/h;ch  giue  vs  to  vnderftand, that  before  we  take  the  cure  of  the  wound  in  hand,  we  ought 
to  remooue,as  Galen  faith  in  his  3  booke  of  the  manner  of  healing,  thofe  things  that  let  the  cure,  as  be.  hot  fierce  in¬ 
flammations, and  fuch  like. 

r}..  Th  e  fourth  be  contrarie  indications  or  tokens  requiring  contrarie  woorkings.  As  for  an  example,when  the  temper 
of  the  whole  bodie  dooth  not  agree  with  the  tenjper  of  the  place  affeded  j  thofe  things  doo  ihew  that  medicines  more 
or  leflTe  drie  ought  to  be  applied,  as  temperature  of  the  whole  and  part  be  diftant  more  or  IcfTe  from  the  tempera¬ 
ture  that  is  in  the  meane-asif  the  temperature  of  the  whole  differ  in  the  fame  degree  from  the  meanein  moiftnes, 
as  the  part  aifeded  is  diftant  in  drinefre,then  ought  the  drieng  medicine  be  temperate.  And  if  the  temperature  of  the 
whole  differ  from  the  meane,for  example  fakejthree  degrees,  and  the  part  afFefted,foure  degrees,  then  the  drieng 
medicines  in  the  firft,  degree  ought  to  be  chofemBut  becaufe  all  things  maybe  knowen  by  come(fture  or  curmg,ther- 
fore  they  require  a  flirgean.  that  is  verie  well  praftifed ,  and  hath  all  the  Ipeculation,  both  in  the  knowledge  of  the 
whole  and  of  the  part  of  the  nature  of  all  fimple  medicines. 

An  equal!  wound  requireth  the  breeding  againe  of  the  skin,  but  becaufe  it  hath  his  beginning  of  the  feed,  there¬ 
fore  it  cannot  be  made  fb  w;ell  as  it  was.Wherefore  we  reftore  a  certeinc  like  thing  to  the  skin ,  with  medicines  after 
Galen  in  his  3  booke  of  the  manner  of  healing,  which  drie  &  bind,and  fuch  as  doo  not  alonclic  confiime  the  too  much 
abundanceothumors;  biitalfb  abate  and  dirainifh  fomewhat  of  that  which  is  according  to  nature.  This  maie: 
thofe  things  doo  which  be  cold  and  drie  firft  and  ofthcmfelues,as  vnripc  gals, the  rine  of  pomegranats,  the  flower  of 
the  pomcgranat,acatia,fumach^and  fuch  like.  By  accident  and  after  an  other  fort  may  hot  medicirles  doo  the  fame^ 
which  wafte  the  flefh,  after  Galen  in  his  5  booke  of  the  nature  of  fimple  medicincs,as  chalcitis,  burnt  brafle,the  fcalcs 
of  brnffe, my fis,alum, and  fuch  others. 

A  briifcd  wound  is  healed  by  bringing  it  to  matter, which  We  {hall  doo  with  fuch  medicines  as  heat  and  moiften ,  for  pu- 
tref  aifion  commeth  of  heat  and  moiftnes, after  Galen  in  his  4  booke  of  the  manner  of  healing,  &  by  breeding  againe 
of  new  flefh ,  as  we  hauc  noted  in  the  treatife  of  a  deepe  wound. 

But  if  the  flefli  be  all  to  tOrne  or  rentj  and  ftitching  may  ferue  to  good  purpofe ,  let  it  be  ftitched  with  a  cerreine  flackc 
ftitch  as  may  hold  the  lips  of  the  wound  together.  And  if  the  lips  about ,  fhould  become  ftiffe  and  hard  ,  let 
them  be  taken  awaie  with  a  new  rafor  (no  other  thing  letting.)  And  if  it  ft  erne  to  grow  to  a  morti- 
fieng  fwelling^the  which  is  gathered  of  the  flow  comming  to  matter,and  is  of 
a  darkc  tawnic,brownc,blackc  and  blewifh  coIour,ap- 
plie  vnguentum  Aegyptiacum, 
or  fome  other  like.

^e^wklfremedies  tha^t  be  indued  with  an  aftnngent  and  refoluing  facu  tie,  as  be  terra  figillata,diphriges,alu me,  & 
fuch  Uke  But  confidering  the  fcope  and  compaffe  of  drieng  medicines  is  large,  becaufe  fome  drie  more,  lome  lefle.  fo 
amongft  malicious  and  mifcheeuous  vlcers,  one  is  more  ill  conditioned  than  another  and  that  aU  bodies  whicji  we 
-  are  conllreined  tohealc  haue  not  indifferentlie  one  temperature ,  whereby  it  cannot  be  that  we  can  heale  indifte 
JenSh  one  and  thatfelfe  fame  medicine  allill  conditioned 

her  ofmedicines  which  heale,  asGalenwritcihinhis  fourth  booke  of  the  compofition  of  medicines  according  to 
their  kinds, as  there  (hall  be  of  the  vlcers  thcmfclues ;  therefore  it  bchooueth  the  furgean  to  know  dl  t  efe  e- 

fore  hand, and  to  haue  in  a  readines  medicines, fome  wcake,(ome  in  ameane,  and  fome  ftrong, 

more  mifcheeuous  vlcers  and  ftronger  bodies,ftronger  remedies, and  vk  for  vlce^  in  a  meane,and  for  fofter, tende  , 
and  more  delicate  bodies, weaker  remedies.  The  which  what  they  ought  to  be ,  Galen  in  the  booke  a  little  belorc  al-

'firft  fas  Galen  teacheth  in  his  1  booke  to  Glauco)  purgcdwith  conuenient  remedies ,  and  efpeciallie  with  letting  of 
bloud, heale  the  difeafed  part  after  this  fort :  Annoint  it  with  refoluing  medicines  afterward  void  and  rid  jiumors 

gathered  in  the  part  with  drieng  and  cknfing  medicines,  laftlie  corroborate  and  ftrengthenthe  part  aftedted,  that  it 

O.^  An  vkerfiillof  vermine^r  wormes,in  the  which  wormes  doo  appeereby  the  piitrifadion  of  humors,  is  thus  cured, 
Firft  the  putrifaffion  muft  be  driuen  awaie,  afterwards  we  muft  kill  the  wormes  that  be  bred,  with  the  mice  or  decoc¬ 
tion  ofwormewood  of  agrimonie,  of  centorie,  horehound,  and  fuch  like.  Peculiarlie  this  medicine  with  Archige- 
nus  and  Theodorus  is  holden  for  afouereigne  medicine,which  Rcceiucth  of  ceru{e,and  poliumlike  porDon,and  with 

P  '"'Tg^wcrvker  rXch  ^tSult  of  a  cholerike  humor  gnawing  and  making  an  eskarre  alwaies  goeth  on,and  is 
thushandled.  After  you  haue  made  an  vniucrfaU  purgation  (for  refoluing  medicines  are  not  to  be  applied  toame 
one  part,  after  Galen  in  his  13  booke  of  the  manner  of  healing  where  great  abundance  of  huitKirs  is  m  the^ 
bodie, or  in  a  part  thereof,you  lhaU  doo  well  if  the  part  be  heated  aboue  his  ordinarie)  you  muft  coole  ‘tfoorthmth, 
with  drieng  lliptike  medicines,by  walhing  all  the  part  being  exulcerate  with  Jume  water  for  this  water  dooth  migh- 
tihe  repell  and  mtbacke  humors  flowing  in,  anddrieth  (as  Auicen  ludgeth)  or  els  you  fli  J1  moiften  the  place  with 
water  of  plantme,or  of  rofes.or  with  fmiths  water,or  with  the  decottion  ot  cipcrs  ,or  cuprefle,myroba!ans,  plantme, 
the  rind  of  a  pomegranat,ofthe  flowers  of  pomegranats,and  fuch  like.and  annoint  the  parts  about  with  anointment 
made  of  bole  Aimlnia,and  put  in  the  midtt  of  the  vlcer  a  drieng  powder, or  lytarge,  or  burnt  led  tutia  and  fuch  like. 

-  So  likewife  pledgets  being  fpred  with  vnguentum  album  of  Rafis,ot  with  vnguentum  dc  tutia  ought  to  be  applied  vp¬ 
on  the  fore  it  felfe,  the  bolftcrs  or  double  clothes  dipt  in  water  and  vinegcr  fo  as  it  may  be  dronnkc ,  is  to  be  laid  vpon 
it  ■  after  it  ought  to  be  bound  or  rolled  with  a  binding  that  prelfeth  out  the  baggage  humor,  and  the  binding  of  it  vp 
onghttobe  iSifed  and  vndome  euerie  other  day  onclie,  and  the  filth  ought  to  be  wipt  awaie  with  a  foft  and  due  lin¬ 
nen  cloth.  And  if  the  parts  lleng  about  the  fore  feeme  to  be  inflamed,  vfc  the  ointment  of  Galen  commonlie  named 
diachalcitios ,  dilfolued  inoile  of  mirtils,or  in  oile  of  quinces,  or  vnripe  ode  ohue ;  but  if  there  appeere  an  hardnes  a- 
bout  the  lips  or  hrinke  of  the  forc,vnguentum  ex  palmulis  is  to  be  diflolued  wi*  old  odes,  or  with  oleum  de  chci  ua. 
But  in  c.ife  the  vlcers  thcmfclues  yeeld  nothing  to  thofe  medicines,  the  bodie  being  purged  once  againe,  the  matter 
that  is  ioined  with  thedifeafe  ought  to  be  confumedby  burning  vvith  a  cauterie  aftuall  or  potential!  .  Bunf  thele 
things  profithttle.  Mercurie  fublimed  may  in  little  quantitie  be  vfed  fafelie.and  the  place  heng  about  the  vlcer  ought 
alwles  to  be  defended  with  cooling  medicines .  To  conclude,  if  the  difeafe  will  not  yeeld  nor  giue  place  no  not  to

Secondariliethe  grofler  filth  of  the  fore  ought  to  be  wafhed  aw.aie  anddned^.  The  meafuieof  dri.n^  rem^- 


dies  is  diucrie,  according  to  the  diuerfe  differences  of  the  creekes ,  taken  out  of  Galen  onely  of  the  fite  ofihc  ul 
For  if  the  hoJlownes  or  creeke  run  vpward ,  infomuch  that  the  orifice  of  it  looke  downewnrd,  then  the  pureinp 
clenfing  of  the  grofle  filtl;^s  eafie,confidcring  that  the  matter  runneth  downe  by  the  mouth  of  it .  But  neither  wh^^ 
it  dcclineth  to  the  fide, or  downeward,or  to  the  bone,dooth  it  let  but  that  the  matter  may  iffue  out  of  the  hollown  T 
fo  that  the  laicng  of  tl^e  member  be  verie  well  doone,  after  Galen  in  his  x.booke  to  Glauco.  But  if  you  cannot  eiue^to 
the  part  a  commodious  fite  or  lieng ,  fo  as  the  matter  may  freelie  run  out  ^  then  may  you  cut  the  part  aeainlf  the 
lore, or  better  all  the  whole  creeke  (ifno  other  thing  let)  may  be  cut  vp.  But  in  cafe  neither  the  opcnin»'  neither  the 
hollownes  can  be  wholie  cut  vp, all  the  creeke  is  to  be  wafhed  throughlie  with  fcowring  mcdicines^s  is  meih  or  wine 
(with  Galen)  or  with  ftronger  medicines, as  the  filth  (hall  be  woorle  and  more  harmefull,  as  with’alumc  water  rwich 
Auicen)or  with  vnguentum  Aegyptiacum  diflblued  in  Water  andhonie  (with  Albucafis)  or  els  with  medicamen¬ 
tum  ex  charta  combufta  Galcni.But  if  the  fore  be  hot,  infomuch  that  the  venemous  humor  appeereth  red  and  veri ' 
like  the  wafhing  of  fiefh  latelie  killed, it  ought  to  be  wafhed  with  meth  new  made,  in  the  which  were  fbd  lentils  bar¬ 
ley, rofes, and  the  flowers  of  pomegranats.But  if  the  fore  be  cold,  infomuch  that  the  matter  runneth  downe  waterifh 
and  thin, it  ought  to  be  wafhed  with  meth, wherein  were  boiled  horehound,  wormewood,  burner,  and  mirrh.  And  bv 

all  thefe  remedies  the  fore  will  be  made  cleane,the  which  was  our  fecond  intent  or  purpofe.  *  ^ 

3.  Thirdlie,the  hollownes  is  to  be  filled  vp  after  the  mind  of  Auicen,Galens  interpretor,  with  liquid  wafhing  &glu 
ifh  medicinesjto  the  intent  they  may  fticke  when  they  fhall  be  caftin  withafiringe,asGuidoofGauIiacumvwuld  or 
vpqn  tents, as  is  vnguentum  Apoftolorum  prooued  of  the  fame  Auicen,  but  it  is  better  to  write  hcere  following  a  me¬ 
dicine  mofl:  in  vfe  with  furgeans  ,  which  Receiueth  of  the  decodion  of  barley  a  pound,  of  mel  rofatum  three  oun- 
cp,of  farcocoll  two  drams, of  mirrh,of  frankincenfe,of  either  a  dram, of  verie  good  wine  fix  ounces, let  them  be  boiled 
ail  together  to  the  wafting  of  the  third  part,to  the  which  there  may  be  added  the  powder  of  aloes,and  a  verie  fbft  new 
fponge(by  the  counfell  ofGalen)dipt  in  water  and  vineger  ought  to  be  laid  vpon  the  reft,and  let  it  be  bound  ftreight 
beginning  ftreightlie  at  the  bottome  of  the  fore  (notwithftanding  without  paine)  and  let  it  end  in  the  orifice  of  it’ 
and  there  let  the  band  or  roll  be  Icfl'e  flacke,and  let  the  Iponge  be  remooued  eucrie  fecond  or  third  day  ,  and  let  it  be 
confidered  whether  much  matter  or  little, crude  or  digefted,  haue  flowed  to  the  mouth  of  the  fore.Forripe  and  little 
matter  teftifieth  that  the  deepe  parts  of  it  be  growen  together,  efpeciallie  if  paine  and  Iwelling  appeere,and  contra- 
riwife  iudge  the  contrarie.  And  if  in  the  fccond  Ihifting  of  the  fponge  the  matter  appeere  rude  to  the  difeafed  part  a 
medicine  drieng  verie  much  (of  the  which  fort  Galensis  named  cirrhum,in  his  i.booke  of  the  compofition  of  medi¬ 
cines  according  to  their  kinds)  ought  to  bcapplied,ordiapalmaas  Guido  would, or  an  other  like  deferibedof  them 
for  the  fame  purpofe. 

R.  Afiftulous  vlcer,the  which  is  deepe  and  narrow, with  an  hardnes  and  hard  furring  of  the  mouth  ofit,whcrof  there 
be  manie  difFcrcnces,aItering  verie  much  the  phyficians  intent,as  itdooth  appeere  in  this  table  following.

fore,and  by  giuii^  of  certeine  potions  proper- 
lie  aftigned  for  hftulas ,  the  which  Receiueth 
of  agrimonie  three  parts,ofplantine  2  parts, 
of  the  leaues  of  oliue  trees  one  part,  let  them 
be  cut  fmall  and  ftamped,  afterward  let  them 
be  boiled  in  white  winc,&  ftreined,  or  els  Re-

Firft  the  orifice  of  the  fiftula  if  it  be  not  o- 
pen  wide  enough,muft  be  inlarged.the  which 
is  dcone  either  with  a  knife,  or  with  a  tent  of 
the  root  ofgentian,of  ariftolochia,ofbrionie, 
of  dragon,  or  by  a  Iponge  which  in  the  begin¬ 
ning  is  more  conuenient. 

2.  Secondarilie,  *itis  meet  to  take  awaie  the 
hard  furring  or  hardnes,  &  the  figure  and  falhi- 
on  of  it  is  vtterlie  to  be  made  awaie  cither  by 
more  lharpe  medicines,  as  by  the  trocisks  of  afi- 
phqdclus ,  or  tents  annointed  with  arfenike, 
which  neuer  failed,  and  thole  be  fit  for  deepe  fi- 

ftulas,&  for  fuch  as  haue  beene  but  of  Imall  con¬ 
tinuance.  b  .

And  if  there  be  anie  Ihallow  fill  alas  going  not  deepe,&  within  the  flefh,  <1  then  fhall  you  blow  in  drie  medicines  in  forme 

ofpowders  with  a  quill  mentioned  of  before.  iirj/i.- 

Ifat  anie  time  the  fiftula  belong  and  oueithwart  ^Celfus  faith  it  is  moft  commodious  and  the  fpeedieft  waictoputm 

a  probe  to  the  bottome,and  to  make  an  incifion  vpon  the  probe  from  one  end  to  the  other, and  both  waics  to  put  m  a 
tent  In  the  which  cafe  Arnold  would  haue  miniftred  the  llrong  water  of  alchymifts  hamed  aqua  fortis ,  namelic  his 

firft  andthisisonewaictotakeawaiethchardcoteofthefiftulabyfrettingmedicmes. 

The  fecond  waie  to  plucke  out  the  hard  cote,  and  fo  to  kill  a  fiftula  is  incifion  &  burnmg  either  with  a  hot  iron,or  a  cau- 
ftike  medicine,called  of  the  furgeans  a  potentiall  cauterie.Thcrefore  when  you  haue  put  in  yoiu:  probe,  and  marking 
the  fafhion  how  fitlie  it  lieth  vpon  it  to  be  cut,  all  the  creekes  or  cunniberries  and  turnings  thereof  (if  there  be  anie; 
are  to  be  cut  open  with  an  incifion  knife, if  nothing  let  to  the  contrarie.  After  this,  tents  dipt  in  the  white  of  an  egge 
ought  to  be  put  into  the  fore, the  next  day  after  the  place  is  to  be  cauterized  either  with  a  glowing  hot  iron,  or  with 
the  powder  of  afphodelus,or  with  arfenikc.But  round  about  it  you  muft  applic  alwaics  crolmg  and  rcprelhng  rwdi-

*ruptboneby  cutting  out  the  vlcer,  vntill  the  whole  rotten  bone  euerie  where  doo  appeere:  after  this, the  corrupt 

bone  muft  be  feraped  vntill  it  be  feene  white  and  found,  and  then  an  aduaU  cauteri e  is  to  be  vfed  whereby  the  luper- 
fluous  moifture  may  be  dried  vp :  afterward  we  are  to  vie  oile  pf  roles  with  the  white  of  an  egge  for  three  daies  togc- 
thcr,and  for  the  three  next  daies  oile  of  rbfes  and  the  yolke  of  an  egge,  and  vpon  itthere  is  applied  con^tmuallie  one 
of  the  mundificatiues  now  following,  vntill  the  bone  be  made  clcanc.  As  for  example, Take  the  leaues  or  wild  poppic, 
and  the  leaues  of  the  figge  tree,and  ftampe  them  as  finall  as  you  can  with  the  flower  of  parched  barley,and  hil  there¬ 
with  the  hollow  places  of  the  bone,hauing  walhed  it  with  winebefore  hand,or  laic  vpon  it  the  feed  of  hentoe,  and 
of  coperas  Lke  weight  being  beaten.But  the  root  of  peucedanum  in  powder  remooueth  fuddenlie  kales  of  Ewnes :  w 
cIs  haue  you  in  a  readines  this  medicine, which  Receiueth  of  vnguentum  ills  one  ounce ,  of  euphorbium  vene  hnclic 
powdered  halfe  an  ounce ,  mingle  them  together,  and  applic  them  vpon  the  rotten  bone  after  you  haue  Icroped  it : 
but  defend  the  lips  or  edges  ofthe  vlcer  with  vnguentum  Galeni,  or  vnguentum  rofaceum  vpon  pledgets:  tor  this 
medicine  dooth  remooue  m  Ihorter  time  the  skales  of  bones  than  anie  aftuall  cauteiie .

V.  In  a  mortified  vlcer  there  appecreth  corruption  of  the  skin,flelh  and  finewes,aind  if  the  miichcefc  run  mrthcr,that 

it  doo  with  all  corrupt  and  take  the  bones,  it  is  called  of  theGreekes  efthiomenus,  as  we  read  in  the  7 
bookc  of  Galcn,of  the  order  of  diircfting,and  in  the  7  booke  of  the  aphonfmes  of  Hip- 
pocrates,the  Jo  aphorilmc.  To  the  cure  of  which  milcheeiious  vicers, 
there  is  no  better  remedic  found,  than  the  quite  cutting  off 
of  the  member  that  is  fo  corrupted.

The  skull  is 
knit  together  in  35  daies.The  arme  abbue  the  elbow,and  the  leg  beneath  the  knee,  grow  together 
in  40  daics  ;  The  bone  beneath  the  ell^win  30  dales  or  thereabout. The  bone  of  die  nolfrils  beinc» 
all  to  broken,i^^k  ag^ne  within  th^pace  of  18  dales .  The  ribs  in  z  1  daies,afcer  Celfus;  after  o- 
ther  not  before  xhe  2,?  d^The  iaw  bone,the  canell  bone,the  (houldcf  blade,  the  bone  of  the  hcele 
called  aftragul^^^.hc^elc  it  felfc,the  hand,the  plant  or  fhaft  of  the  foot  groweth  w  be  whole  for 
the  moff  part  With^^orfometimes  within  XI  daies.The  bone  of  the  .nri&abouc  the^bow,  and 
the  bone  of  the^tl^h  ape  made  wholebetweene  the  27  and  40  dale .  The  Imckle  bone  ^oweth  to¬ 
gether  in  50  ciaips,as.  fjippocrates  affifmeth.The  foot  (after  the  fame  author)  waxeth  ^ole  with¬ 
in  the  Ipace  of  ^94aie,s,ff  n  be  fufferecl  to  take  reft :  and  fo  we  muft  .^yipf  t|ie  nature  of  eueric  bro¬ 
ken  bone  in*other  placqs.Moreouer  the  temperature  of  the  patient,)  the. Ige,  and  time  of  the  ycere 
doogreatliehelpe  no  the  fpeedic  or  flow  healing  of  broken  bones»  . 

The  manner  of  the  fnadure.For  the  fingle  fradure  ouerthwart  is  toIIerabIe>  but  woorfe  when  there  be 
peeces  or  rphts,and  whenit  is  aflope  ;but  woorft  of  all, when  the  farmer  iM?eces  be  ftiarpe ,  lor  fome- 
time  they  wound  the. flefhjand  fometime  a  fine w  or  a  mufcle  withaft.  '  ' 

The  ioining  of  fon^  other  euill  accident  with  the  fr adure ;  for  the  rr adure  that  hapneth  with  ach ,  or 
inflammati9n/)fjiv4!^h*^hebrufe  of  the  flelh,is, dangerous.  '  ^ 

Likewife  if  a  woup^  iftTheflefti  be  added  vnto  the  fradurc  of  the  bone ,  then  is  the  patient  in  an  ill 
care,efpcciallie  if^  happen  in  the  mufcles  of  the  thigh,or  in  the  arme  aboue  the  elbow, for  they  are 
more  lubied  to  great  inflammations  and  mortifieng lores, as  Cornelius  Celfus  faith.  And  againe,in 
the  fradurcs  neither  fplints  nor  bands  can  be  applied^  'although  fome  furgeans  of  this  age  affirme 
the  contrarie,againft  whome  Hippocrates  inucieth  in  his  bcxikc  offradurcs. 

In  a  little  fradure  the  firft  markc  that  we  flicxit  at  i^;  (the  patient  being  fet  in  a  chaire.)  to  draw  backe  the  bones 
with  our  hands,  to  the  intent  they  may  be  exadlie  ioined  together,lb  that  they  may  imitate  and  follow  the  naturali 
vniting  and  ioining  together  of  the  bones,the  rdbofthe  intents  perteining  to  this  maV^er  be  made  manifeft  by  thele 
things  which  follow.  v  ■  .  !■  ;  ' 

I .  The  firft  marke  we  ftioot  at  in  a  gre  at  fradure  is  (the  patient  being  laid  vpright,as  Soranus  raith)to  draw  the  bones 
backward  with  bands ,  or  with  the  inftrument  c^led  Icamnum  Hippocratis,  to  the  intent  they  being  fet  dkedlie  one 
againft  the  other  may  be  ioined  together ;  and  then  he  which  is  the  bonefetter  (after  Galen  in  his  6 bcxjkc  of  the  ma^ 
- '  licr  of  healing)ought  to  guide  and  fet  the  bones  in  fucli  fort ,  that  they  may  knit  and  grow  together  as  they  did  be- 

1:  •  The  leeond  marfee  weflioot  at  is,to  prelerue  and  keepe  the  bone  in  his  place  being  fet,the  which  we  obteine  (with 
-  alinnefi  cloth  dipt  in  the  white  of  an  egee  and  oile  of  rofcs,and  applied  to  the  fradure)  by  fure  binding,  which  ought 
not  to  be  tcb'ftf  tight  for  paine, nor  t(x>  liacke  that  the  bones  l)e  not  mooued  out  of  their  place ,  but  in  a  mcane .  And 
this  ought  to  be  doone  with  a  narrow  band  or  roll  wet  in  water  and  vintger,  namelie  in  the  lims ;  to  which  band  there 
'  cannot  be  anie  certcine  fize  of  length  prefcribed,but  according  to  the  greatnes  of  the  fradure ,  and  the  thicknes  of 
'  the  member  that  is  broken,the  bredth  and  length  of  th  e  band  is  to  be  altered. 

The  manner  of  binding  (after  Hippocrates)  is  dconeby  tworols:  the  beginning  of  the  firft  roll  ought  to  be  laid  vpon 
'  the  fradure,  and  rolled  about  it  twile  or  thrift ,  and  go  vpwar  drand.there  end ,  that  it  may  driuc  backe  the  humors 
flowing  to  the'fradure.The  other  roll  ought  likewife  to  begin  vpon  ^he  fradure,  and  to  go  downeward ,  to  the  in¬ 
tent  it  may  th'ruft  downe  the  humors,contrariwire,and  it  being  lo  turned  againc  muft  end  m  the  vpper  part,  that  the 
humors  may  be  the  better  expelled. Wherefore  the  ftcond  band  ought  to  be  longer  by  the  halfe  than  the  firft .  After 
this  the  Iplints  wrapt  indifferentlie  well  in'wooU  or  tow, are  put  about  the  fradure ;  which  fplinrs  ought  to  be  ftnooth, 
plaine,andequall,and  in  the  ends  taken  a  little  downe  and  made  blunt,  and  in  the  verie  middeft  or  vpon  the  frac¬ 
ture  it  felfe  thicke  and  fhorter  at  the  firft  binding,  afterward  bind  the  faid  iplints  moderatelie  with  vpper  bands,and 
laie  the  member  handfomlie  in  fuch  faihion  as  is  both  naturali  and  accuftomed,  and  beft  for  the  patients  eafe .  And 
if  there  be  no  itch, or  inflammation, or  paine, or  exulceration,  and  the  bones  be  well  fet,  and  the  fradure  proceed  a- 
right,it  is  profitable  that  the  iplints  and  bands  tarrie ,  and  continue  ib  vntill  the  10  or  i  f  day,  yea  fometimes  to  the 
20  day.But  if  there  be  withall  an  itch  or  paine,it  ihall  not  be  amiile  eueric  third  day ,  as  Hippocrates  commanded,to 
loofe  the  binding, and  foment  the  member  it  felfe  with  lukewarme  water. 

The  third  marke  is,the  ingendringor  breeding  of  the  fodering  humor,  wherewith  the  bone  is  knit ,  which  is  made 
ofnature,by  the  meane  ofgcod  nouriihment  inclining  to  groflenes.  Abfteine  then  from  fleih  and  wine,  for  the  fpace 
of  I  odaies,  after  the  counftll  of  Hippocrates.  After  that  time,  when  as  the  ibdering  humor  beginneth  tobeingen- 
dred,giue  vnto  the  patient  boldlie,groire  thicke  and  ftiptike  wine ,  and  a  little  more  meate  than  was  appointed  him, 
at  the  beginning  of  the  fradure. 

4.  The  fourth  marke  is, reforming  of  the  accident,  which  we  will  fet  downe  immediatlie  for  eueric  compound  frac¬ 
ture  and  ioined  with  fome  accident ;  following  the  order  of  the  fignes  of  the  zodiakc. 

T.  In  a  fradure  with  paine  and  inflammation, loofe  ftreightwaie  the  binding,  and  applie  wool!, oile  and  vineger ,  and 
filch  fit  remedies  to  the  part  that  is  in  paine  and  inflamed  j  and  (fb  long  as  they  continue)  rols  and  fplints  are  not  to 
be  vfed  but  verie  flackIie,to  ftaie  onelie  and  prop  vp  the  member  and  keepe  the  medicines  to  the  part,  the  which  be¬ 
ing  remoouedjthe  fradure  ought  to  be  cured  as  before. 

b*.  In  a  fradure  with  itch,  we  muft  powre  vpon  fb  much  lukewarme  water  as  is  fufficient  to  draw  out  the  matter  which  is 
ftill  ioined  with  itjas  Hippocrates  and  G  jlcn  thought, and  the  member  is  to  be  annointed  with  vnguentiun  album,  or

TT  In  a  fratture  with  a  contiifion  Icarifie  the  afteaed  place, that  yon  may  efehew  a  mortifacng  fore.  ^ 

go  In  a  fraaure  with  a  mortifieng  rore,applie  to  it  conuenientlie  tho(e  remedies  which  we  haue  noted  in  the  tables  of 

fwellmgs^contianew  yfe  fuch  fouereigne  remedies  for  that  purpofe ,  as  we  haue  deferibed  in  the  table  of 

wounds  But  let  the  binding  be  on  this  manner.  Bands  rolled  round  ought  to  be  laid  on  both  parts  of  the  wound,and 
placed  vpon  the  wound  it  felfc  aflope  in  fuch  length,  that  by  crofling  the  one  oucr  the  other,  after  the  likenes  of  the 
Ir't-cr  X  the  place  where  the  fraflure  and  wound  is, may  be  f  ullie  coucre.d  andclofcd  vp .  And  if  the  wound  be  filthie, 
vou  lhall  laie  on  it  miindiHcatiues  or  clenfing  medicines  when  needfiiaKsbeJf  the  wound  be  cleane ,  you  {hall  applie 
medicines  which  bring  foorth  flefh  (the  which  the  furgeans  call  incamatiues)  applied  with  lint .  Furthcrmore,when 
vou  haue  clenfed  the  fore,  andtheaelhiscoraevpinit,  thenfliaU  younotdoo  amiffetofplint  (which  before  you 
might  not  doo')  according  as  Hippocrates, Galen,  and  Cornelius  Cclfus  would  doo.  Neither  ought  you  to  fplint  if  the. 
fr  adure  be  great  &  ouei  thwart, or  anie  little  fcale  be  loofed  from  the  bone.But  if  the  fradure  be  longwife  in  the  mem- 
ber'^then  may  you  right  well  in  the  beginning  of  the  cure, bind  on  your  fplints  on  ech  fide  of  the  vlcer.  Furthermore, 
aU  the  time  the  wound  is  m  healing, there  lhall  fome  one  medicine  that  i  s  good  againft  an  inflammation  lie  vpon  die 
wound  and  bind  it  with  a  Angle  band, which  at  euerie  dreflTing  may  be  vndoone,not  mcdling  with  the  former.

Being  fliarpe,thc  point  thatis  fomewhattoo  long,ought  to  be  cut  btr. 

Being  fhortei-jit  ought  to  be  fmoothed,and  filed  on  both  fides. 

In  a  greater  pcece  of  abone ,  &  fuch  a  one  as  is  couered  with  little  shins 
called  membranes ,  v/e  mufl:  liiffer  them  to  be  refolued  and  to  fall  off 
with  medicines,  and  after  cut  that  bone  awaie  whenitis  bare  (which 
ought  to  be  dooneveric  fpeediliel  and  fo  the  bone  may  grow  toge¬ 
ther, and  the  wound  fconer  healed, as  Cclfus  witnefleth  inhis  8  booke 
and  10  chapter.  It  happeneth  fometimes  alfo  in  a  great  wound ,  that 
fome  {pelts  doo  as  it  were  die,  and  cannot  grow  together  with  others; 
v/hich  is  perceiiied  by  the  manner  of  the  humor  flowing;  at  which 
time  it  is  verie  neceflarie  often  times  to  vndoo  the  wound,  and  drefle 
itjwherevponitfolloweth,  that  that  bone  of  itfelfe  after  a  few  daies

.  In  a  fraflure  with  foperfluous  moifture  from  the  bone,  which  Ictteth  the  ingendring  of  the  fodering  and  knitting 

humor,it  is  cui'ed  either  with  verie  little  or  verie  great  fomentations  of  warme  water:  for  a  little  fomentation  after 
Galen  in  his  6  booke  of  the  manner  of  healing, cealfeth  before  anie  thing  can  flow  vnto  it ,  and  refolueth  humors 
which  be  in  the  vppermoft  partby  recking  and  breathingput,and  fomewhat  cortfometh  the  humors  which  be  deepe: 
againe, verie  much  fomenting  refolueth  and  cbnforacth  more  than  it  draweth  to  it ,  and  by  this  meanes  helpedi  by 

confiiming  the  foperfluous  raoiffure.  i  i  t.  • 

«1.  In  a  fradure  wherein  is  too  much  drinefle  of  the  bone,and  by  that  meanes  hindering  the  fodering  humor  to  be  m* 
gendredjit  is  expedient  to  powrc  warme  water  vpon  it,  the  third  or  fourth  day ;  hauing  euer  this  end  in  fomenting, 
to  foment  vhtill  the  flelh  rife  vp  in  red  fwelling,and  to  leaue  off  before  it  begin  to  fall  againe.  r  j  c  i. 

In  a  frafffure, where  a  hard  fodering  humor  groweth  out  too  much  or  too  little ,  both  the  faults  are  reformed  by  me 
quaiititie  and  qualitie  of  a  fomentation,  by  the  facultie  of  meats  alfo, and  certeine  medicines  which  are  to  be  applied 
outWardIie,and  which  haue  an  emplaftrike  vertue,  of  which  nature  is  the  plaiffer  that  is  made  o^itch, which  ingen- 
dreth  and  increafeth  the  fodering  humor.But  fuch  things  as  refolue ,  dco  diminifh  and  make  lefle  the  hard  fodering 
humor  being  growen  alreadic  ouer  great, as  Galen  affirmeth.But  Paulus  applieth  a  plate  of  led,  and  bindeth  it  veiic 
clofo :  and  Celfus  in  the  place  alledgcd,fetteth  downe  manie  things  perteining  to  this  purpofe ,  to  whome  we  fend 
the  reader.Butthefe  things  may  feemc  conuenient  for  a  fodering  humor  that  is  not  old;  for  if  it  be  growen  to  a 
ffonie  hardnefle,you  muff  then  open  the  skin  and  ferape  it,  and  the  part  that  ftandeth  out  muff  with  fome  knife  be

7^.  In  a  fracture  ill  growen  togetherjif  the  fodering  humor  be  tender,and  hath  not  taken  root  alxiue  fix  moneths,it  be- 

hcoucth  to  breakeit  and  fee  it  new  againe ;  and  that  is  doone  after  this  manner.  The  member  is  fomented  a  few  daies 
with  warme  water,or  els  with  fome  emollient  deco(ffion ,  andit  is  couered  with  vnguentum  dialthea,  or  fome  other 
mollifieng  medicine  that  will  fouple  the  hard  fodering  humor.  After  this, when  it  is  made  fbft  enough,  Ac  bone  that 
is  broken  is  ffretched  out  by  two  of  the  forgeans  feruants, which  pull  contrarie.  And  as  thefe  things  be  in  dooing,th6 
niaifter  handleth  the  bones  thoroughlie  with  his  hands,and  fepai*ateth  them,  and  putteth  that  which  ffandeth  out 
into  his  due  place, and  fb  by  binding  inforceth  it  againe  (faith  Celfus)  to  be  acquainted  with  his  old  feat.  If  the 
fodering  iiumor  be  old  and  of  great  continuance,  Albucafis  counfelleth  vs  not  to  meddle  with 
it  at  all ;  becaufe  the  parients,by  the  new  breakfog  of  it  againe, are  brought 

into  extreme  dangei(
